Which May Curtail Many Frivolous 
Prosecutions. 


THE DAYS WORK IN CONGRESS, 


Business to Open Up Soon in a Manner at 
Once Prompt and Satisfactory to 
the People. 


WASHINGTON, February 5.—[Special.]— 
Chairman Springer, of the ways and means 
committee, accomplished an ingenious fiank 
movement today, which is designated to throw 
the republicans into a good deal of confusion. 

In appointing the subcommittee on reti- 
procity, he made Thomas B. Reed the minority 
mem ber. é 

This will probably fan into a flame, the lon 
smouldering feud between these two distin- 
guished men from Maine—James G. Blaine 
and Thomas B. Reed. A harder blow could 
probably not have been struck at Mr. Blaine 
than the selection of Mr. Reed as the repab- 
lican member to pass upon and make minority 
reports upon Mr. Blaine’s pet scheme of re- 
ciprocity. It is well known that Reed is not 
only intensely opposed to Mr. Biaine’s recipro- 
city programme, but that he is intensely bitter 
towards Mr. Blaine himself. 

It was supposed that Chairman Springer 
would select Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, as the 
minority member on this committee, as Bur- 
rows is a close friend of the secretary of state, 
and is as much his spokesman in congress as 
Senator Hale or Mr. Hill, of Illinois. Dal- 
zell or McKenna, who would have reflected 
Mr. Blaine’s sentiments, were passed 
over in order that the one man who is 
conspicuously opposed to Mr. Blaine and his 
policy might be forced to pass judgment 
on both. There is a good deal of curiosity as 
to what sort of a report Reed will make on 
reciprocity. He has, heretofore, carefully 
avoided the subject. It was not necessary for 
him to show his antagonism to Blaine in the 
last congress, as the McKinley bill passed 
without the vote of the speaker, but to his 
associates he made no concealment of his 
opposition to the entire reciprocity programme, 
He declared on one occasion to Mr. Burrows 
that it was ‘‘all rhetoric and no logic.”’ 

It is suggested that Reed may avoid the 
issue of combatting Blaine by declining to 
serye on the subcommittee, but he would 
hardly do this, as a declination weuld be as 
much of an affront as open opposition. The 
appointment of the reciprocity subcommittee 
Was made at a time when the subject of reci- 
procity was about to have an elaborate presen- 
tation to congress as a preliminary to its use 
asan issue in the coming campaign. Mr. 
Breckinridge, of Kentucky, at the opening of 
the session, introduced a resolution of in juiry 
as to why reciprocity was encouraged in some 
South American countries, while retaliation 
was the policy toward other American coun- 
tries, notably Canada. Mr. Blaine determined 
to accept the issue chailenged by Mr. Breck- 
inridg§, andthere is now in the course of 
preparation at the state department an elab- 
orate showing of what reciprocity has accom- 
plished, and what it is likely to accomplish 
in the future. The secretary of state took the 
opportunity to weave in a little politics, so 
that when the reciprocity report was pre 
sented to congress, it would be in a shape to go 
to the country in cart loads through the mails, 
as a franked decument free of cost during the 
coming campaign. 

Now Mr. Springer has suddenly decided that 
if Mr. Blaine’s eiaborate preparation is to be 
laid before congress in @ minority report, that 
report will be molded by Mr. Reed. Itis not 
supposed that Mr. Blaine will care to commit 
the championship of reciprocity to his enemy, 
Mr. Reed. Mr. Springer has placed tbe re- 
ciprocity champions in an awkward predica- 
ment, and they will have to revise their plan 
in same way. 

Endorsed by David A. Wells. 

Mr. Springer’s policy of attacking the re- 
publican high tariff by separate bills has found 
endorsement from the great political econo- 
mist and the father of tariff reform, David A. 
Wells, of Connecticut. At the next confer- 
ence of the democratic members of the ways 
and means committee a ietter will be read, 
not only endorsing the Springer policy as the 
wisest party cdurse at this time, but intimat- 
ing that even if the democrats controlled both 
houses of congress and the executive, tte sep- 
arate-bill plan rather than a measure for gen- 
ral revision, would be the wiser course. 

What Mr. Fithian Thinks. 

The first attempt to enlarge the scope of the 
democratic policy of the ways and means com- 
mittee came today in the form of a resolution 
introduced by Congressman Fithian, of Illi- 
nois, directing the ways and means committee 
to report a bill placing all kinds of agricultural 
implements upon the free list. Mr. Fithian 
thinks his proposition should have the support 
of every democratic representative from an 
agricultural district. 

Proposed Revenue Legislation. 

A bill that will interest the people 
throughout the distilling section of the 
south was reported favorably to the house 
today by Mr. Bynum, of Indiana, from 
the judiciary committee. It is substan- 
tially the bill introduced by Mr. Henderson, 
of North Carolina, to amend the internal rev- 
enue laws. The first section abolishes what 
are known as minimum punishments, and is 
intended to discourage frivolous prosecutions. 

By the second section no warrant in the in- 


' ternal revenue can be issued upon an affidavit 


marking charges ‘‘upon information and be- 
lief,”” unless made by certain officials, and 
aisomakes more stringent the law relating to 
the fees of court officers, with a view of re- 
moving some of the temptation to make cases 
for tlie fees to be derived therefrom. 

Section 3 requires warrants to be made re- 
turnable to the nearest federal commissioner 
or other ofticial, and section 4 gives to the at- 
torney general veto upon appointment of 
United States commissioners and the power of 
Suinmary removal of commissioners. The last 
section empowers the commissioner of internal 
revenue, with the approval of the secretary of 
treasury, to discontinue or compromise civil 
and criminal cases. 

The President’s Proclamation. 


The president today issued his proclamation 
pmeigating the reciprocity treaty with the 
ritish West India colonies. Its details were 
foreshadowed in the publication of December 
30th, but the proclamation today includes in 
its provisions several colonies which were ex- 
cepted in the publication of December}s0th. 
Seated the Democrat. 


The house committee on elections today de- 


cided the first election case which it has con- 
sidered, and decided it in favor of the contest- 
ant, Craig, democrat, who has been contesting 
the seat of Stewart, from the twenty-fourth 
congressional district of Pennsylvania. The 
vote stood 10 to 3, Haughten and Doan, repub- 
licans, concurring with the democrats of the 
committee in their finding. 
Silver Offerings Yesterday.

At the close of his 
speech Mr. Mills said: ‘*I will follow wherever 
the flag points to fair trade. I will follow 
wherever the flag goes, no matter who carries 
it, and I will fight wherever the battle is 
pitched.”

TILLMAN IN SOUTH CAROLINA 


Will Be Re-Elected to the Governorship 
‘of the State. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., February 5.—[Special.] 
There does not seem to be much doubt now 
about the re-election of Governor Tillman, 
who, in 1891, beat the regular democrat. It 
is learned that the opponents of Tillman re- 
cently sent out a circular calling a conference 
to meet at Columbia last night. The confer- 
ence somehow failed to materialize, not more 
than a handful being present. The anti-Till- 
manites talk of holding a convention early in 
the spring, but the trouble seems to be that 
they can’t unite on a candidate to run against 
the present governor, who, if he is opposed, 
will be opposed by his own people inside the 
ranks of the alliance. The success of Till- 
manism means the election of anti-Cleveland 
delegates to the Chicago convention. The 
Tillman idea is toward Governor Hill. The 
alliance has all the machinery of the demo- 
cratic party in its power in this state, and will 
elect its own candidates. 


ORGANIZING FOR HILL. 


Anniston Joins in the Movement for a Dem- 
ocratic President. 

ANNISTON, Ala., February 5.—[{Special.]—An en- 
thusiastic Hill club was organized here this after- 
noon, Over one hundred and fifty names are 
already on the roll of membership, and this num- 
ber is being rapidly increased.

STILL ON THEIR GUARD. 


Anti-Lottery People Watching for Some 
New Scheme of the Lottery Company. 


New ORLEANS, February 5.—The New 
Delta, the organ of the anti-lottery party in 
this state, contains aninterview with E. B. 
Krutschmitt, chairman of the anti-lottery 
democratic executive committee. He uses 
this language: 

“The letter published by John A. Morris, 
withdrawing his lottery proposition, does not 
make the slightest change in the campaign or 
in the programme of our party. The propo- 
sition heretofore made by the lottery company 
is nolonger acceptable to its advocates by 
reason of its curtailment of its revenue 
through the late decision of the supreme court 
of the United States. But should their at- 
tempt tocapture the state government succeed, 
they may yet strive tocall a constitutional 
convention under the pretext of regulating 
suffrage,as was done in the state of Mississippi, 
and obtain another grant fora lotteryin the 
new constitution upon terms more favorable 
to its advocates than the amendment now be- 
fore the people, or adopt some other means of 
achieving their object. All former contests 
with the lottery have taught us that it is fertile 
in occult schemes to effectits purposes. We 
intend to seethat the amendmentis voted 
down in April by such a majority as to pre- 
clude all possibility of any further agitation of 
the question, and that none but anti-lottery 
men be placed on the guard until all the lot- 
teries have ceased td maintain legal existence 
in the stateof Louisiana. We are perfectly 
satisfied with the present condition of the 
canvass.”

The Press-Gag Indictments Dismissed. 

New YorK, February 5.—Judge Martine, in 
general sessions today, dismissed the indictments 
for misdemeanor found against the editors of the 
different daily newspapers of this city, who pub- 
lished the details of the electrocution of the mur- 
derers, Wood, Smiler, Slocum and Jugiro, at Sing 
Sing on July 7, 1891. In recommending the dis- 
missal, District Attorney Nicoll stated that the 
statute under which the indictments were found 
had been repealed,and that accordingly their 
conviction could not be obtained. 


Discharging Brotherhood Men. 


St. Lovis, February 5.—Despite the denials 
of local ofticers of the Adams Express Com- 
pany, it is positively asserted that several dis- 
charges of o!d messengers,said to belong to the 
brotherhood, have taken place during the past 
few days. Onthe Ohio and Mississippi, be- 
tween St. Louis and Cincinnati, five mes- 
sengers were dismissed, while others on this 
run are expecting their walking papers every 
minute. Of the six messengers on the Louis- 
ville and Nashville, between St. Lanis and 
Louisville, only three of the old men remain, 
and two of the four ranning between St. Louis 
and Henderson, Ky., are out of employment.

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PORTER'S BAD WORK 


In Bungling Up the Census of the 
Country. 


DEFICIENCY APPROPRIATION ASKED FOR 


Mr. Sayres Hints at Rottenness in 
the Department. 


THE MATTER FINALLY PASSES OVER, 


But Later There Will Come a Wholesale 
Investigation of the Manner in 
W hichthe Money Was Spent.

WASHINGTON, February  5.—[Special.|— 
When the deficiency appropriation bill for the 
census oflice came up in the house today, Mr. 
Sayres raised the question as to the use of the 
$6,000,000 heretofore appropriated for the 
ottice, and he directly charged that the office 


had been grossly mismanaged, and that Super- | 


intendent Porter had been recklessly extrava- 
gant. 

He did not go into details, as he was pre- 
pared to do, but the republican leaders evi- 
dently thought that was his intention, for they 
undertook, in a measure, to combat his asser- 
tions. 

Mr. Sayres, who is one of the most observant 


and conservative members of the appropria- 


tion committee, did not prolong the contro- 
versy further than to state that he bad proofs 
that the census office had. been conducted ex- 
travagantly, as stated. 

The Deficiency Accepted. 

The deficiency, however, was accepted by 
the house, aud the appropriation made. ,It 
was a source of considerable gratification to 
the republicans that.the census office got off so 
easily. Butthis will notend it. It is thein- 
tention of the democratic leaders in congress 
to have a thorough investigation of the census 
office. 

The facts upon which this inquiry will be 
conducted are in the possession of Mr. Sayres, 
and he simply alluded to them today in a pro 
forma manner. Ata later period in the sés- 
sion this investigation will be had, and it 
would have been useless for the issue to have 
been raised at this time, in connection with 
the deficiency bill. The deficiency having oc- 
curred, the governmentis bound to meet it, 
and nothing could have been gained by pre- 
cipitating at this time a controversy that could 
only be irritating. 

An Investigation Ahead. 

The line of investigation which it is proposed 
to conduct.will be in the direction of the par- 
tisan uses to which the large appropriations 
heretofore made have been applied, and the 
failure to secure satisfactory results from the 
large army of the republican clerks with 
which the census office was packed prior to 
the last election. A force much larger than 
necessary was employed for months in rooms 
not sufficient to accommodate them, with the 
result’ that the work of one clerk interfered 
with that of another, anda large percentago 
of it wasimperfecily done. <A great deal of 
money was squandered on the punching ma. 
chines in the way of royalty. 

This was not enough, but the operators, 
in numerous instances, were incompetent, and 
the work in many cases was gone over three or 
four times. In some cases schedules author- 
ized and partly completed were, \by the order 
of Superintendent Porter, abandoned, thus 
throwing away all the money that had pre- 
viously been expended in their compilation. 
This is especially true, notably in regard to 
the fisheries statistics. It was these facts that 
Mr. Sayres had in mind when he made the 
charge upon the floor today. 

The Manufacturing Statistics. 

The inefficiency of the census oftice has been 
practically demonstrated also in respect to 
manufacturing statistics. The schedules have 
been in the office for months, and there are 
daily demands for them from all parts of the 
country, as they are the most important of the 
censns. Notwithstanding this fact the money 
which should have been applied to complete 
the statistics has been used for other purposes, 
to suit the convenience of the superintendent 
of the census and the managers of the repub- 
lican party. 

The Anti-Options Bill. 

‘'The short seller is today the anarchist of 
America,” said John Whitaker, a large pork 
packer of St. Louis, Mo. and Wichita, Kan., 
today in an address to the house committee on 
agriculture’ in advocacy of the anti-options 
bill. He asserted that unquestionably the ten- 
dency of short selling was to depress prices and 
interfere with legitimate trade. Producers, he 
argued, were the sufferers from sellers of 
shorts, and he wished these anarchists to be 
wiped out. We produced no coffee, and for 
that reason he bélieved in the option selling in 
coffee. That gave the American citizen 
cheaper coffee, as it enabled the price to be 
tixed by the sales of a large quantity of coffee 
that was not in existence. 

Short selling in any article of home produc- 
tion, however, he would make a statutory 
crime. 

Mr. Whitaker was closely cross-questioned 
by Messrs. Moses afd Livingston, of Georgia, 
who showed their great familiarity with eco- 
nomic questions. 


SAD SCENES IN COURT. 


Osborne Appears to Answer the 
Charges Against Her. 


Lonpon, February 5.—Mrs. Florence Ethel 
Osborne, who voluntarily surrendered herself 
yesterday to answer the charges made against 
herjin connection with the theft and sale of 
a quantity of valuable jewelry belonging to 
Mrs. Hargreaves, formerly an intimate friend, 
was formally arraigned before Lord Mayor 
Evans this morning. 

She appeared to be utterly broken down. 
She kept her handkerchief to her eyes and oc- 
casionally her whale frame would shake with 
convulsive sobs.

+ ppeared to appreciate the 
painful position. sptain Osborne was most 
solicitous and devoted in his attention. He 
kept his band on her arm and tried by word 
and kindly touch to comfort her and make ber 
feel, no matter what happened, he would 
stand her friend tothe end.

Sons, wasread. Mrs. Osborne's solicitor arose 
and announced that Mrs. Osborne had sur- 
rendered herself voluntarily to the police in 
order to meet the charge against her. Lord 


| Mayor Evans said he was unable to proceed 


with the case until the treasury was repre- 
sented. Then there ensued a long wait, which 
roved too much for the strained nerves of 
irs. Osborne. She seemed choking, and 
. became hysterical, Her husband fanned her 
‘and gave her a glass of water, but nothing 
seemed to calm her. Finally the scene be- 
came extremely painful, and at the lord 
mayor's suggestion she was taken to an adjoin- 
ing Committee room to await the coming of 
the representative of the treasury. Captain Os- 
borne supported her on one side and a stalwart 
detective on the other. They were compelled 
to almost carry her, and as they neared the door 
of the committee room she placed her arms 
around her husband’s neck, and would have 
-fallen to the floor had not he and the detec- 
tive supported her. <As she was. carried 
through the courtroom there was a murmur of 
pity from the spectators. It was without 
doubt one of the saddest scenes ever witnessed 
in a Ikondon courtroom, and the abject misery 
aud helplessness of the unforiunate woman 
touched all hearts. \ 
The Case Opened. < 
After a long wait, Hon. Cuffee, representing 
the treasury, appeared, and the hearing was 
resumed. Cuffee said the treasury had no 
evidence to offer agains: the prisoner, where- 
upon the lord mayor promptly dis- 
charged Mrs. Osborne. The detectives at 
once stepped to the committee room and 
again placed Mrs. Osborne under arrest 
on the charge of perjury.

PARLIAMENT TO MEET.

| The Queen’s Speech—What the Parties Are 
Preparing to Do. 

Lonpon, February 5.—[Copyright, 1892, by 
the New York Associated Press.]—The cabi- 
net sat for nearly three hours yesterday shap- 
ing the speech from the throne with which 
varliament will be opened Tuesday. The un- 
usual length of time spent over the document 
is attributed to the difference of 
opinion as to whether any reference 
should be made to the coming session as 
bringing the present parliament toward the 
close of its career. It was finally determined 
that nothing should be said on that subject. 
The queen, in privy council, at Osborne house 
tomorrow, will formally consider and approve 
the draft of the speech. 

Today Balfour, first lord of the treasury, had 
an interview with Messrs. Hadge and Milvain, 
members of parliament, who will respectively 
address the queen, and communicated the 
speech to them, according to custom, in order 
to enable them to prepare for the occasion. 

The Dissolution of Parliament. 


Mr. Gladstone will not appear in the house 
of commons in the first week of the session. 
He has delegated to Sir William Vernon Har- 
court, the task of questioning the government 
as to its intentions in regard to the dissolution 
of parliament. Ifthe reply is indefinite Mr. 
Gladstone will then question the subject of a 
party fight. 

A meeting of dissidents will be held at 
Devonshire house Monday, at which Cham- 
berlain will be formally accepted as the leader 
in the honse of commons. In the 
evening the duke of Devonshire. will 
give a dinner to a few adherents. No 
political section in the whole conntryisina 
more dismal condition than are the dissi- 
dents. The prospect of their extinction in the 
coming elections is increasing. The local con- 
servatives of Worcestershire, which is now 
represented by the dissidents, have declared 


the claims of Austin Chamberlain, who 
wanted to stand for one of the constituencies. 
Conservatives in other constituencies are 
showing fight against the dissidents nominated 
by party managers. 

The McCarthy Committee. 


Messrs. Sexton, Dillon, O'Brien, T. M. 
Healy, Sherry, Abraham, Arthur and T. P. 
O’Connor, were today elected a committee to 
advise McCarthy. 

Yesterday evening the report, which was ac- 
cepted as probable, gave to Mr, Sexton, the 
right of succession to the chairmanship of the 
Irish party. There is not, yet, however, any- 
thing like unanimity as to who should follow 
Mr. McCarthy. The reputation of Sexton as 
an able administrator was immensely enhanced 
during his tenure of the mayoralty of Dublin, 
and the sagacity, tact and eveness of temper 
he has displayed in recent feuds mark him as 
the coming leader. 

She Will Be George’s Wife. 


Empress Frederick will come to Windsor 
castle in the spring with Princess Margaret, 
when it is expected that the latter’s marriage 
with Prince George will be settled. Although 
the public announcement of betrothal is pos: 
poned, Emperor William looks with favor on 
the match. Princess Margaret has the reputa- 
tion at court of being the most English of 
the ex-empress’ daughters. She speaks the 
English language with a German accent, 
regularly attends an English church at Berlin, 
and is generally imbued with English tastes. 

Maud Did Not Take to Him. 


Viscount Chelsea, son of Eari Gadogan, who 
was forsome time a suitor for the hand of 
the Princess Maud of Waies, has become en- 
gaged to Mildred, daughter of Lord Alington. 
This marriage will unite families of the two 
greatest ground landlords in London, whose 
wealth is enormous, The prince of Wales 
favored the viscouut’s suit, but Maud did not. 


THREE NECKS BROKEN. 


William Puckett, Robert Charlton and 
William Bush Pay the Death Penalty. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., February 5.—William 
Puckett was hanged at Irvine, Ky., today for 
the murder of William Hall. The execution 
took-place at 12:30 o'clock, and Puckett’s neck 
was broken. The murder was the result of a 
political discussion. 

Robert Chariton, colored, was hanged at 
Henderson, Ky., for: the murder of his mis- 
tress, Minnie Hoskins. He killed her on the 
night of November 27th because she refused 
him money with which to play craps. 

William Bush was hanged at Stanford this 
afternoon. He murdered his wife at Clay City 
April 22, 1890, He tried to implicate Alfred 
Smith, saying his wife knew about a lot of 
Smith’s devilment and was going to talk.

Freda Ward's Slayer Becomes Frantic 
When Informed She Will Not Be Hung.

THE PULSE OF TRADE 


As Felt by R. G. Dun & Co. for the United 
States and Canada. 


FAILURES REPORTED FOR THE WEEK. 


Orders for Munufactured Products 
Increasing in the West. 


THE ADVANCE IN FOREIGN EXCHANGE 


Causes Some Apprehension in Financial 
Circles—The Effect of Overproduc- 
tion of Cotton in the’ South, 


New York, February 5.—The business fail- 
ures occurring throughout the country during 
the last week, as reported to R. G. Dun & Co,, 
number tor the United States 273, Canada 46, 
total 319; against 297 last week. 

In spite of much dullness and complaint in 
some important branches, trade is 
gradually enlarging. The east does 
not show the full benefit, 
because the western business is largely met by 
western distributing centers, and that alone is 
increasing heavily, while the southern trade, 
which is more largely met by distribution 
from the east, is unusually dull. Butthe west 
is steadily increasing orders for manufactured 
products and is likely to buy more mgt in 
the next five months than ever before. The 
eastern consumption is also fairly up to the 
maximum, as labor is well employed. 

Overproduction and Speculation. 


The stringency at the south owing to the 
overproduction of cotton and hurtful specula- 
tion in the past is at present the only force re- 
tarding the general improvement. In finan- 
cial and speculative circles, nevertheless, some 
apprehension appears because of the advance 
in foreign exchange from 486 to 487, inspite 
of enormous merchandise balances in favor of 
thiscountry. It is argued that this showsa 
very heavy withdrawal of foreign capital from 
the country, because silver legisla- 
tion 18 feared or for some other 
reason, and that in effect Europe will pay for 
breadstuffs and cotton needed by surrendering 
titles to American property. If so, thigcountry 
can fairly well affotd to own itself. 

Exports of merchandise continue to greatly 
exceed last year’s, for five months at New 
York about 37 pet cent, while in the value of 
improvements the increase is very slight. 
There is considerable evidence that large blocks 
of American securities are being sold here By 
foreigners, but the market has taken them 
without serious disturbance. 

The Trades in the Staples. 


At Philadelphia more orders are seen for 
manufactured iron, and: increased business in 
dry goods, especially in staples, dress goods 
being sold far in advance, while wool is quiet 
with a fair volume of sales. Cigar manufac- 
turers are busy and trade in groceries and 
chemicals unchanged. Speculations in pro- 
ducts has been more active, but in spite of the 
abundance of money the tendency of prices is 
lower. Wheat fell to 998 cents here, but re- 
covered overacent, and after sales of: 33,- 
000,000 bushels, is 1 cent lower than a week 
ago. 


»Western receipts diminish, but exports di- | 


ninish still more. Corn closed only an eighth 
higher and oats three-eighths higher, but pork 
products are ashade lower. Cotton is a six- 
teenth lower for spot and February has sold 
below 7 cents, receipts continuing enormous, 
Cotfee is a fraction stronger. 


The Low Price for Silver. 


Silver has also fallen to about the lowest 
price ever quoted, 41.56 pence per ounce, re- 
covering slightly to 41.62 pence. 

Great industries make progress in spite of 
low prices and production, which seem to 
threaten a reaction. 

Pig iron shows little concession at Philadel- 
phia, and some shading here by southern con- 
cerns, and bar is as dull as ever, at a light de- 
mand for plates. Structural iron is unsettled 
by a coliapse of the steel beam combination, 
and the price has fallen to 24 cents. But the 
coming expenditures by the great railroads 
promise an unusual demand, and news comes 
of the opening of additional furnaces. At the 
highest price demanded by agents, coal is ex- 
ceedingly dull. 

The Boot and Shoe Trade. 


The boat and shoe business is getting better, 
with more orders, but in some cases prices are 
shaded a little; more activity is seen in dry 
goods anda large number of western buyers 
are doing a fair busixess. Demand for spring 
goodsis growing, but clothiers are still in the 
dark. Cottons are affected by poor southern 
trade, but prices of some prints and sheetings 
have been advanced, and orders for knit goods 
are fully as large as a year ago. 


A SPARRING EXHIBITION STOPPED. 


The Sporting Men of Nashville Cheated Out 
of a Treat. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., February 5.—{Special.}— 
There was much indignation today among the 
sporting men, especially over the action of Chair- 
man Kennedy, of the board of public works and 
affairs, in preventing the sparring exhibition be- 
tween Frank Slavin and Charley Mitchell last 
night. These two pugilists are traveling with 
Thompson’s aggregation of celebrities, now show- 
ing here, and last night were informed that per- 
emptory orders hau ‘been issued that nos yarring 
be allowed. This action was based on the state 
law prohibiting prize fights. In consequence of 
the order a crowded house was dismissed in the 
middie of the performance and tickets returned. 
Today the city attorney’s opinion was asked, and 
he decided that the law did not apply to sparring 
exhibitions in theatrical performances, where the 
spurring was simply a scientific exhibition, and 
so orders were issued to the police to allow the 
show to go on, provided the men did not punish 
each other.

He was born 
in Putnam county, Georgia, and wasin congress 
from Alabama in 1861, and left with the other con- 
gressmen from that state. He served throughout 
the confederacy as a member of the confederate 
congress, In October, 1884, Governor O'Neill ap- 
pointed him tothesupreme court bench, which 
was endorsed by his unanimous nomination for 
his seat by the democratic state convention of 
1856, He was elected in August of that year, and 
his term of officé would haye expired next De- 
ceinber. 

Judge J. D. Sherrill, one of the oldest and most 
respected citizens of Griffin, died at his home on 
East Broadway at4 o’clock yesterday morning. 
Judge Sherrill was born in North Carolinain May, 
1816, and hence was in his seventy-ninth year. 
He moved to Spalding county in 1547, where he 
joined the independent Order ot Odd Fellows as 
a charter member of Warren lodge. He has held 
every office in the order, both local and state, and 
was atthe time of his death warden of Warren 
lodge. He officiated in this capaci in an initia- 
tion on Monday night last, and told some of the 
members it was time they were learning this part 
of the ceremony,as he could not be with them 
many more mectings. After leaving the lodge- 
room he was stricken with paralysis, and re- 
mained unconscious to the end. He leaves an 
aged wife, several children and numerous friends 
to mourn his death. He will be buried by Warren 
lodge, Independent Order of Odd Fellows, which 
organization he loved next to his family. 

Mrs. Frances McDougald, an estimable lady of 
Columbus, Ga., was seized yesterday morning 
with a severe fitof coughing, during which she 
ruptured a blood vessel in the stomach, and died 
shortly after. She was very stout, and was 
seventy years of age, and up to within a few days 
was in excellent health. The deceased was the 
mother of Mrs. Blanchard, the wife of Captain E. 
Blanchard, president of tip Fourth National bank, 
of Columbus. @be ws Born in Jones county, 
Georgia, on January 29, 1822, and was a daughter 
of Solon Mitchell. Most of her early life was 
spent in Washington, Ga. She married in 1836, 
the late Colonei Alex McDvuugald, a prominent 
lawyer of Columbus. She leaves four married 
and one single daughter. 


Judge W. L. Whitlock, of Golden, died) at]é 
o'clock yesterday. He had been quite sick for 
several weeks but was some better, and a few 
minutes before he died he remarked thathe was 
feeling better. The nurse left the room for a few 
moments, andon returning saw him fall back 
with a gasp and instantly expire. Heart failure 
was the immediate cause of his death. Judge 
Whitlock was elected judge of the tweifth circuit 
in 1868, and served for twelve years until 1 
with honor to himself and his constituency. He 
was a lawyer of great ability, and his death has 
caused profound sywpathy. He was a Mason in 
good standing. Heleaves five children, three 
daughters and twe sons, all of whom live in 
Gadsden except John Whitiock, who lives in 
Seattle, Wash, He was aged sixty-six years. 


General J. F. Robinson, for twenty years presi « 
dent of the Kentucky association, died at hig 
home in Louisville yesterday morning, aged sixty. 
He was widely known wherever the thoroughbred 
was raced in America,and was consideréd an 
authority on the turf law.

To Perfect Arrangements for a Great Big 
Enterprise. 


PRODUCE COMMISSION MERCHANTS 


To Join in Building a Block Where They 
Will All Be Together—Several 
Sites Discussed. 


The produce commission merchants of At- 


. Janta will hold a meeting today, and at that 


meeting the full details of the building they 
expect to put up will probably be decided 
upon. 

The meeting will, therefore, be an impor- 
tant and interesting one. 

Some time ago representatives of the ten 
leading commission firms got together and 


discussed the feasibility of erecting in con- , 


junction a large block into which all these 
firms could go. The idea was to have a hand- 
some and commodious structure, fully equipped 
with all facilities that will reduce the cost of 
handling produce and promote the interests of 
the wholesale commission business. 

Mr. J. W. Phillips, .Jr., who is one of the 
principal movers in the matter, said yester- 
day: 
‘We are going right ahead, and expect to 
have the building under construction within a 
short time. The money has all been sub- 
scribed, and the compauy formally organized. 
I say formally—that is, we have reached a 
perfect understanding and agreement, and the 
papers have been signed up. Appropriate 
committees have been appointed to take 
charge of each department of the prelimi- 
naries, and they are actively engaged in the 
details of the work.”’ 

“Will it be an incorporated company?” Mr. 
Phillips was asked. 

“Nga it will not. We, the wholesale com- 
mission merchants of Atlanta, each appreciat- 
ing the great advantage such a building would 
be to our individual and common interest, just 
met, agreed upon the material preliminaries 
and subscribed the money necessary to buy the 
property and construct the building. We are 
now ready to proceed with the work of con- 
Btruction as soon as we can get a suitable loca- 
tion. What we wantisa location eligible to 
railroad facilities and with a good outlet to the 
city. We have had several liberal propositions 
from the different railroads, who have offered 
us concessions in order to get to handle the 
business, and we willaccept the best one.”’ 

“Have you any particular location in 
view °”’ 

‘Yes, several. We have been looking at a 
piece of property on Spring street near the old 
elevator. * That property has been offered us 
for $45,000. If we accept this we wiil make 
an effort to have spring street extended 
across the railroad to new Alabama street. 
There are negotiations pending for the con- 
struction of a mammoth wareliouse by one of 
the railroads, which proposes to build a bridge 
across the tracks and make an outlet for the 
site which we are considering. If they do 
that it will be just what we want.”’ 

“What will be the probable cost of the 
building ?’’ 


‘‘Wehave estimated it at $70,000. There | 


are ten firms interested, and we think we can 
buy the property and put up the building at a 
cost of about seven thousand dollars from 
each. The block will contain at least ten 
storerooms, and will be two or more, probably 
three stories high. It will be built with a 
special view to facilitate the handling of our 
business, and equipped with all conveniences 
therefor. Wewantto get the wholesale coin- 
mission business all on _ one _ street 
here, as it is in other large cities, 
We are now scattered all over town, are pay- 
ing high rent, and have not the facilities and 
conveniences that we need to transact our bus- 
iness with dispatch and satisfaction.”’

Freight Traffic Is Increasing on Southern 
Lines,

Freight business is picking upon the rail- 
roads. Thisis particularly true of the West- 
ern and Atlantic. 

Superintendent McCollum said yesterday 
that he had looked for an improvement in 
traflic about the middle of the month.

The increase is in no special line of freight, 
but embraces all. sorts of traflic. More 
general merchandise is being shipped 
than for many weeks, and this is proof that 
general business is picking up.

This spurt which is being felt 
now is believed to be an indication of a lasting 
improvement. 

Anxious Stockholders. 


The settlement of the Georgia Pacific’s 
claim against the Central Railroad Company 
for $800,000 is awaited with interest. The 
Central’s stockholders do not believe that the 
Georgia Pacific advanced any such sum or that 
the Kichmond and Danville did through the 
Georgia Pacitic. . 

One says: “‘The Richmond and Danville 
drew heavily upon the Cpntral. Large 
amounts were borrowed from the Cen- 
tral’s. bank under promise of  repay- 
ment. <All of the $500,000 which was 
given the bank from the proceeds of the sale 
of bonds by Hollins in 1887 or 1888 was with- 
drawn. Last summer the bank’s working 
capital was cut down to such a small sum that 
it could not do a general banking business.

The White Caps of Worth County Grow 
Active. 


CALL UPON AN UNFAITHFUL HUSBAND, 


And Together with His Female Companion, 
Make Him Feel the Keen Sting 
of Twisted Ropes. 


ALBANY, Ga,, February 5.—([Special.]— 
From Mr. Abe Champion, of Worth county, 
who was in the city today, your correspondent 
learned of the operations ofa band of white 
caps who have undertaken to punish all who 
come under their displeasure. 

The Couple Part. 

Some time since, a farmer by the name of 
Thomas Irelana and his wife fell out and 
separated. Ireland left his spouse’ in 
possession of their home, and went him- 
self tolive inthe tenant house on the premises. 
While residing there, Ireland secured the ser- 
vices of Miss Josephine Champion as his 
cook and housekeeper, and seemed to be 
getting along very satisfactorily to himself 
when, on the nigbt of the 23d of January, 
while he was sick, be was visited by the regu- 
lators, who,. being denied admittance, broke 
the door down with a fence rail, and, rushing 
in, threw light wads of cotton saturated with 
kerosene on the floor, 

Taken Out to Punishment. 

Champion was pulled out of bed, and with 
Miss Champion, was taken toa branch some 
distance away, and subjected to a terrible beat- 
ing. Twelve mep struck him twelve blows 
each, with a plow line doubled four times. He 
was then knocked insensible with a heavy 
walking stick. The mob then attempted to 
denude Miss Champion, preparatory to giving 
her a similar dose, but her stout resistance 
and Joud screams brought assistance from sev- 
eral neighbors, whose advent on the 
scene caused the white caps to decamp, not, 
however, before they had given Ireland warn- 
ing to return to the bed and board of his wife 
within ten days, leave the country, or be 
killed. 

He Leaves the Country. 
Ireland chose the second alternatiye and 


‘came to Albany last Monday night, in his 


flight from the vengeance of the white caps. 
It is said he was literally flayed alive, and it 
was with the greatest difficulty he accom- 
plished his departure, owing to his bruised 
and bleeding condition. It is said that the 
men who composed the band were recognized 
by both Ireland and Miss Champion, and that 
they are to be prosecuted to the full extent of 
the law by Miss Champion’s large family con- 
nection.

COTTON IS AWAY DOWN. 


And There Is Talk of Holding It Over for 
Next Year. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., February 5.—[Special.]— 
Savannah is stocked up with cotton. <Accord- 
ing to the calculations of a cotton factor, there 
are now stored in the city fully 50,000 bales. 
When Sherman entered Savannah he found 
“7,000 bales bere. There is, therefore, at 
present about 235,000 more balesin the city’s 
warehouses than at thattime. The value of 
this cotton is about one million five hundred 
thousand dollars. The insurance and ware- 
house charges on it foot up a pretty good sum. 
Middling is down to 62 cents. This is within 
one-eighth of a cent off the lowest price it 
has reached. The little spurt that sentit up 
to 7 cents ashort time ago did not last long. 
The condition of the market is not a result of 
spequiation, but of receipts. When they fall 
off a better tone is at once manifested. When 
they increase, it becomes dead again. Spots 
have not dropped as much as futures, owing 
to the absence of a pressure to sell that existed 
a few weeks ago. If the acreage shouid 
be generally reduced from 10 to 20 per cent; 
and the weather should not prove so favorbie 
asin the past two years, prices would boom 
next fali, and the man who bought cotton now 
and held it as a speculation would make 
money outof his investment. It would prob- 
ably cost him about two cents a pound for in- 
surance and storage while he was carrying it, 
and under such conditions, prices would cer- 
tainly be more than that much higher than 
what he paid forit. At thesame time tbere 
is precious little inclination to buy cotton, to 
hold it as a pure speculation. Men seem to be 
afraid that another enormous crop may be 
ahead.

Getting Ready for Action. 

The signs of the times strongly point 
to an organized third party movement in 
Georgia this year. 

If there is no third party in sight, it 
is safe to say that its friends are hard 
at work trying to organize one. 

Naturally, this calls for vigilance and 
early activity on the party of the democ- 
racy, and a part of the programme is to 
send speakers to the supposed strongholds 
of the third party, or to the points where 
it expects to obtain a following. This is 
well enough, but when we send these 
messengers from the democracy into the 
districts where their work is most needed, 
care should be taken to send true and 
tried men, whose knowledge of the situa- 
tion, and whose appreciation of the just 
demands of the alliance will cause them 
to speak the words of truth and soberness 
and conciliation. 

There would be no talk of a third party 
in Georgia if certain democrats outside of 
the alliance had not persistently fought 
the democratic alliancemen from the start. 
The latter—genuine democrats from their 
youth up—constituting 75 per cent of 
the democratic party, and fully de- 
termined to go with the party in the 
future as in the past, have been vilified 
and denounced by a few democratic poli- 
ticians and papers, until they are in a 
resentful mood. 

The continuance of such folly is bound 
to make recruits for the third party. 
There is neither sense nor justice in the 
bulldozing policy and superior airs as- 
sumed by a certain element in the mi- 
nority of the democratic party. These 
malcontents are just as much bound to 
yield to the majority as the democratic 
alliancemen were in the past, and they 
should be just as willing to do so now 
as the democratic alliancemen are today. 

Let us see to it that only representa- 
tive democrats are commissioned by their 
party to take the stump in the doubtful 
districts. If we send indiscreet men de- 
termined to rule or ruin—domineecring, 
would-be proscriptionists, their mission will 
be worse than useless. 

This proscriptive spirit, by the way, 
was never more conspicuously manifested 
than in the case of Congressman Living- 
ston. His earnest work for the alliance 
has caused some of the proscriptionists 
to impeach his party loyalty. A _ little 
later, when his opposition to the third 
party drew upon him the abuse of some 
of its advocates, his democratic opponents, 
to the surprise of everybody, renewed 
their attacks upon him. These remark- 
able democrats condemned him when 
they claimed to doubt his democracy, and 
doubly condemn him when they are 
forced to admit that he is true to the 
old party, and is doing valiant service in 
its behalf.

And Warns Alliancemen Agusinst the 
Blandishments of Unsafe Advisors. 
“Let Us Work and Wait.” 


CANTON, Ga., February 5.—[Special.]—Hon. 
Thomas E. Winn, congressman from the ninth 
district, has written an open letter to the alli- 
ancemen of Cherokee. In this letter he reviews 
the principies upon which he was elected, and 
pays his respects to Mr. Tom Watson and the 
third party. The letter is both logical and 
spicy. Among other things, he says: 

An attempt has been made to belittle some of 
us and hold us up to ridicule and the con- 
tempt of the people. All these things we 
have passed over in silence and unno- 
ticed, notwithstanding the outrageous and 
unprecedented conduct of one of our colleagues 
in attacking us each by name in the — prints. 
If we had felt disposed, we had ample ground, we 
think, to severely criticise his (Mr. Watson's) 
action in refusing to act with the party which 
nominated and elected him, but we refrained from 
doing so because we thought it would be a 
gross violation of that official courtesy which 
we think has stooa unbroken in all the 
history of our state in the past. This was a mat- 
ter we thought between himself and his constitu- 
ents of the district he was sent here to represent. 
I believe in working through the democratic 
party because I know itis our only hope of suc- 
cess. Youreply, look atthe democrats opposing 
us, I say, elect true democrats and send thein 
here who are with us, alliance democrats after the 
type of Jefferson, the founder of the democratic 
party.

A NUMBER OF ROBBERIES 
That Developed in Police Circles Yester- 
day—Good Detective Work. 

A daring robbery night before last was success- 
fully worked out by the detectives yesterday. 

Just after Burns's saioon on Decatur streei, near 
Piedmont avenue, had closed Thursday evening, 
some oe approached Patrolman Moon, who was 
standing at the corner, and asked his assistance 
in stopping some trouble at a place near by.

Looney and Cason then'’went tothe home of 
Evans's mother, on Pratt street, and found $62.25 
buried in the yard in a tin bucket. At Harris’s 
home they secured $84.34, which had been hidden 
in the yard in the same way. In both cases the 
money was concealed beneath a heap of ashes. 

The money footed up $146.59, hardly four dollars 
less than the amount stolen at Burns’s, and the 
officers feel certain that the right parties have 
been caught. 

The negroes will be taken before Justice Man- 
ning for a preliminary hearing on the charge of 
burglary.

In an inter- 
esting interview with Mr. b. M. Biackburn, 
editor of The Evening Herald, Chairman At- 
kinson says: 

“I have called the’ committee together 
eurlier than heretofore because there was more 
work for them to do.”’ 

“In what way?” 


‘There is an organized effort to divide the 


party in Georgia, and this threatening condi- 
tion has not confronted usin the past. Then 
there is the additional reason that the national 
convention has been called two weeks earlier.” 

What has been the usual date of the state 
call?” 

‘‘Four years ago the state committee met on 
March 21st.”’ 

“The new political movement to which I 
referred,’”’ continued Chairman Atkinson, “or, 
better, the movement which has Mtely de- 
veloped into a new political organization, the 
people’s party, has not been formulated with 
the hope of controlling the white vote of the 
state—but with the idea that they will be en- 
abled to attract a co-working element from the 
republican party, andin this way snatch the 
state from democratic control. Should sucha 
scheme succeed, its effect will be to put Geor- 
gia back twenty-five years, and thus we will 
be confronted with a probiem that we fought 
imm@liately after the war when a few carpet- 
baggers and scalawags took advantage of the 
demoralized conditions and gave political su. 
premacy in this state to ignorance and vice.” 

‘‘What about the difference in caste of the 
reconstruction leader and the men who are at 
the head of the peopie’s party ?’’ 

A Threatening Feature. 

‘There isthe threatening feature. The men 
who are now leaving the democratic party rep- 
resent a better element than the crowd who 
headed the ignoranthorde immediately after 
the war—but the great majority of the people’s 


party support in this state will necessarily 


come from the republican party, and this ele- 


ment will give color to the entire organization. . 


However, if the rank and file of these peopie,. 


who are bone of our bone, and whose interests 


are identical with the aims of the democrati¢ 
party in the south, could realize.the danger- 
ous consequences of political division in this 
state, I believe many of them would refuse to 
follow further the lead of these disruption- 
ists.”’ 


“Do you expect the leaders of the people’s’ 


party 7 gain any victories in the coming cam- 
paign ?’ 

‘‘They may gain a few local victories, but 
these will be short lived. They have nochance 
of doing more unless the democratic party re- 
fuses to organize and allows the elections to go 
by default. This, of course, will not be done. 
I am in favor of making the fight as vigorous 
as can be made through a thorough massing of 
Strength—asking no quarter aud showing 
none.’’ 

‘How can the new movement gain even 
local victories, if this policy is pursued ?”’ 

“The movement combines the greenback 
element, which is very much stronger than 
many suspect, the independent element, also 
potential in some places, and those who are 
naturally with it as a result of the recent agi- 
tation. These forces will give the people’s 
party a strong following in isolated localities.” 

About the Alliance. 

‘Will the alliance go with them?” 

“There areno people whe can be more in- 
terested in the moral, social, intellectual and 
material welfare of the state than the farmers 
who compose the alliance of Georgia. They 
know then whenever the balance of power is 
given to that ignorant element which now 
composes therepubiican party in this state, 
social life in the country will become impossi- 
ble, the value of property will deteriorate, 
and our state government, which is now con- 
trolled by intelligence, will be in the hands of 
a few whitesand the large ignorant element 
to which I have alluded. 

“Knowing this, the solid element of the 
farmers will, in the main, stay with the dem- 
ocratic party. Many of its members, who feel 
like going with the third party on the blush, 
will, upon more deliberate thoucht, refuse to 
turn against their best and truest politica! 
friend. They know that the democratic party 
has brought them safely through the dark pe- 
riod of reconstruction, has guaranteed to them 
the rule of intelligence, and has never had an 
opportunity of enacting a single national law 
for their relief.” 

The People’s Party Not in It. 

“TI don’t look for the people’s party to have 
a single representative in the next congress. 
The democrats will be in good fighting trim, 
and will be encouraged > their chances of 
gaining control of both branches of congress 
and the presidency. 

‘There will be a full delegation from Geor- 
gia, but every democrat owes it to his party to 
enter actively into the fight and battle squarely 
for those reliefs that rest on the fundamettal 
principles of free government. Our farmers 
are obliged to see that the democratic party 
promises the only substantial reiief to the 
masses, and that it will do everything that can 
be done by good party government. They also 


know thatit would be folly to throw away 


these chances for a party that can exist only as 
a local organization.’”’ 
What the Committee Will Do. 


‘‘What will the executive committee do?” 

“Asto what the committee wil! do, lam 
not prepared tosay. I am onlyone of twenty- 
tive members. But I think they will consider 
the advisability of issuing an addressto the 
people, advising them of the perils that con- 
front them, urging thorough organization in 
every county of the state. The democrats of 
Georgia must stand together. Every man 
who is a member of the party, whoowns 
property, and who is identified with the social 
welfare of his state, must determine to com- 
bat any movement that tends to disintegra- 


tion.”’

CUNNINGHAM WAIVED EXAMINATION. 


And Gave Bond in the State Case Against 
Him—Before Judge Calhoun Today. 


Patrolman R. E. Cunningham appeared be- 
fore Judge Manning yesterday afternoon to 
answer to the charge of assault with intent to 
murder. 

His wife, who had sworn out the warrant, 
and his two sons were present to testify against 
him in the preliminary hearing. 

Cunningham waived examination, however, 
and was put under a bond of $250 to appear in 
the superior court. He easily furnished it and 
was released. 

Today the officer and hisson, Will, will be ar- 
raigned before Judge Andy Calhoun. Charges 
of disorderly conduct were bo okedagainst them 
yesterday and the cases wil) be heard before 
the recorder this afternoon. 

The facts of the unfortunate family disagree- 
ment will then undoubtedly be brought out. 

Cunningham has seen a much better day, 
financially and otherwise. His father was at 
one time one of the wealthiest and most 
prominent planters in Richwond county, and 
the family ranked very highly. 

Roberc E. Cunnigham became the possessor 
of a large partof the riches by inheritance, 
and was himself regarded one of the abiest 
financiers in Augusta. That was nearly ten 
years ago. 

_ It was the old, old story of not being satis- 
fied with a large amountof money and a ju- 
dicious investment of it. He aspired to 
heavier riches, and began speculating in 
futures. It was the beginning of a downfall. 
One day he lost $7,000, and from that time his 
money gradually dwindled away. 

Almost penniless, Cunningham resolved to 
quit Augusta and try to shut out unpleasant 
inemories. He came to Atlanta, looked about 
for work and finally was compelled, thrdugh 
necessity, to accept a position on the police 
force. Since then he has, served continually 
as patrolman through want of something bet- 
ter to do. 


The change in his finances wrought an | 
equally great change in his manner and dispo- , 


sition. -lrom+ a congenial, jovial fellow, he 
xrew to be morose and shunned society gen- 
erally. His sons, Robert and Will, grew up 
and recently secured excellent positions at the 
First National bank, the one as bookkeeper 
and the other as assistant teller. 

In this connection and personally they are 
spoken of very highiy, and no two young men 
in Atlanta have more friends or warmer ones. 
It seems to have been disagreements concerning 
financial matters that brought about the lack 
of harmony in the Cunningham family and

Monday night the police commissioners will 
investigate the case.

TO CLEAN OUT THE BANKS 


And Monopolize the Money-Lending Busi- 
ness. 


P. H. Blanchard, who claims Chicago as his 
home, is creating something of a sensation in 
this city just now. 

Mr. Blanchard is a man apparently about 
forty years of age, of erect carriage, a good 
talker, and of altogether prepossessing appear- 
ance. He has beenin the city only a short 
time. He claims that he came to Atlanta for 
the purpose of establishing a manufactory of 
iron fencing. 

‘‘My capital is $300,000,’’ he says, “and I 
shall bring 1,000 laborers to this city that I in- 
tend paying $2 per day for eight hours’ work, 
no more no less.”’ 

‘*Look at me,”’ he continued. ‘My wife in 
Chicago is worth in her own name $40,000, 
and I myself am worth a good sum.”’ 

Yesterday Blanchard went to the American 
Trust and Banking Company, in the Gould 
building, and presented a check signed by 
himself. The cashier, not knowing Blanch- 
ard, did not pay it. Atthe bank officer’s re- 
fusal to cash the check he flew into a rage and 
left the bank, swearing that if the bank did 
not discharge the cashier at once he would go 
back to Chicago and. diverting all his prop- 
erty into cash, would return to Atlanta and 
loan any amount of money at2 per cent, and 
paralyze financial circles. 

Blanchard says he slept night before last 
and last night in a boarding house on Pryor 
street on the floor. He says he has no money 
here, and is compelled, in consequence, to do 
this.

KOFPS STORY. 


A Tramp Comes in with a Wonderfui 
Story 


OF HOW HE WAS TREATED IN RUSSIA: 


He Went Home to See His Mother But 
Was Arrested and Held 
in Bonds. 


Mr. Rudolph Koff is a gentleman who 
seems tobe equipped with an imagination 
which entitles him to succeed Baron Mun- 
chausen in the realm of story telling. 

Mr. Koff is gifted with eminent ability in 
the line of fiction, and if he should turn his 
attention in that direction it would not be long 
before he would stand at the head of fairy 
story tellers. 

Within the last two days he has delivered 
himself of a very creditable production which 
at once marks him as one of the first geniuses 
of the age, in the world of fiction. 

This effort was first published in the columns 
of The Macon Telegraph, and as the same 
was not copyrighted it was copied with an ex- 
travagant use of glaring headlines and double 
leads. 

But it established Mr: Koff’s reputation. 
No one could have read that story without 
bowing at the shrine of the genius who pro- 
duced it. 

And it was aright pretty story, rounded up 
with fitting climaxes and references to prison 
horrors that smacked of Victor Hugo. 

One of the catchy things about Mr. Koff’s 
production is his dealing with modern events. 
He tells the story of the Chilean war from his 
experience at Valparaiso with a power that 
holds the reader spellbound. 


He spent part of Thursday in Macon and 
told his story to the mayor, and a reporter 
overheard it. 

The story was like this: Nearly three years 
ago he was a piano tuner for Phillips 
& Crew, in Atlanta, and had been for 
eight years. When his bank account 
reached $2,000 he decided to visit his mother 
in Russia. He secured a passport from Mr. 
Blaine, andembarked for St. Petersburg. He 
had not been in the Russian capital fifteen 
minutes before he -was arrested for not having 
asked the czar’s permission to become an 
American citizen. His passport was torn up; 
he was court martiaied, and was sentenced to 
eight years in the Russian service. 

He was carried to a fortress at Arrons, his 
money taken from him, and he was bound 
with convicts’ chains. He showed the scars 
on his legs worn by the chains. 

He was transferred from the fortress to the 
navy, and was put on the flagship Sebastopol, 
and after a long cruise this good ship harbored 
at Valparaiso. In the harbor were men-of-war 
of all nations, among them the American ship 
Baltimore, whose crew came very near causing 
the late war. Koff was an eye-witness to the 
difficulty. 

After leaving Valparaiso the propeller of the 
Sebastopol was broken near Savannah. 

This ship, he says, was at Savannah last 
Sunday, and as Koff was _ the only 
man aboard who could speak English he 
was sent ashore toconfer with a pilot Then 
he escaped! He exchanged his Russian garb 
for a plain American suit and started on his 
walk to Atlanta. He spent Wednesday night 
in the police station at Macon, and Thursday 
morning told this fairy story to Mayor Price. 
The inayor gave hima passto Atlanta, and 
the city officials, moved by his story, chipped 
in and made up a nice sum for him. 

Thursday afternoon Mr. Koff reached At- 
lanta. 

Jumbo Hunter’s alms-giving establishment 
was the first place he sought. 

He was from New Orleans, he told the city 
warden, and wanted help to get back to that 
city. Hedid not want railroad passes—he 
could ride without a pass—only wanted money 
sufficient to buy a lunch now and then on the 
journey. 

But Jumbo wasn’t moved, and didn’t re- 
spond to Mr. Koff’s appeal. 

Nothing daunted, this gentleman hied him- 
self to Governor Northen’s ofttice and told a 
story. 

He wanted to get to New Orleans, and 
wanted the governor to help him. He had 
$800 on board a ship at Savannah, and wanted 
the governor to send officers down and get it. 

But the governor was not melted, and Mr. 
Koif went away disappointed. 

Where he will go, what he will do next, re- 
mains to be seen. 

Mr. Toy, of the Philips & Crew company, 
says he knows nothing of Koff, andif he was 
ever employed there, nobody about the estab- 
lishment knows it.

For 
the past few weeks, some of them have listened 
to the advice of outside friends—which was 
positively against instructions. They have 
appealed to Gaston for satisfaction, since his 
return home the last time, and have been put 
off **till some other time.”’ 


Some Have Lost Confidence. 


A large portion of the 800 followers of Gaston 
have grown tired of these tactics, but have 
been loyal enough to keep their anxious feel- 
ings to themselves. 

A petition which was presented to Governor 
Northen Thursday asking assistance from the 
state in securing passage to Africa was the first 
outright demonstration of the loss of confidence 
in Gaston. 

These petitioners have not exactly with- 
drawn from the Gaston concern, but their re- 
quest of Governor Northen is a practical ac- 
knowledgement of their conclusion thatif they 
get tothat El Dorado of which they have 
dreamed, it will be through some other agency 
than Gaston’s emigration scheme. 

The signers of this petition gave as their 
headquarters’ address 22 Beerman street. 
A visit to that address yesterday afternoon 
failed tosecure the information sought. Not 
one of the particular signers of the petition 
could be found, but one or two men who knew 
all about it were there. 

One of these said it was a move of despera- 
tion on the partof some of the homeless ne- 
groes, who had about lost all hopes of ever 
reaching Africa by Gaston’s aid. He said 
that the disappoilitments of Gaston and his 
unsatisfactory conduct had not in the least 
dampened their ardor or reduced the African 
craze. ‘The negroes are as anxious to go to 
Africa today as they were six months ago. 

Gaston Seems to Have the Cash. 


A story was printed yesterday to the effect 
that February 18th had been appointed the 
day of departure for the exodusters, and that 
the money on hand had been taken out of 
Gaston’s hands and placed in the hands of a 
committee of Atlanta negroes. 

This was shown to one of the leaders in the 
movement and this is what he said of it: 

“Zhatisall bosh. It’s true, since so much 
dissatisfaction has been brewing over Gaston’s 
conduct, all these things have been talked of, 
but nothing of the kind has been done. Gas- 
ton stil! has the money. He carried with him 
when he leftthe other day between fifteen 
hundred and two thousand dollars that he has 
collected since his return from the last trip. 
He collects this money and goes away on a 
two-week’s trip each time, and nobody here 
knows where he goes or what he does with the 
money. Understand, lam not charging him 
with any dishonesty, but these are facts. It 
may be allright, but thisis the way he con- 
ducts the business, and, as to the 800 negroes 
leaving here on February the 18th, there is 
nothing in that.’”’ 

Since the trouble, which is likely toend in 
a general split-up of the whole organization, 
the association has moved its headquarters 
from Scheli’s hall to a little shanty away 
down on McDaniel street. This was done 
me ogg the uptown place was becoming too 
public. 

Just what the whole thing will amount to is 
hard to tell. Gaston has taken in a great 
many dollars from Atilanta’s credulous 
negroes. Whatever he intends to do with it is 
not known. 


A Negro Paper's Views. 


The Atlanta Times, a negro paper, in an ed- 
itorial on the situation says: 

We were overtothe African meeting Wednes 
day mans. Whata crowd! As thick as they could 
Stand! 

Father Gaston spoke at length on the glories of 
Africa, and woued up by saying that they wonld 
leave as early as $15,000 could be raised. Then a 
collection was taken. How the money poured in! 
One lady gave $50. 

Of course these people can go to Africa if their 
money is not squandered. But no one can find out 
who has the mouey or howitisto be used. They 
will listen to no one whois nota member of their 
order. 

We have no objection to any one going to Africa 
under proper circumstances, but we wish we could 
prevent any one from being fooled.

THE NEW YORK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 
NEW YORK, February 5.—There was a marked im- 
provement in the temper of the stock market today, 
and despite the very strenuous efforts of the bears to 
continue the decline of yesterday, they were clearly 
out-classed, and in the stocks which attracted atten- 
tion material gains were scored asthe result of the 
jay’s operations. On the other hand, there was free 
‘realizing in some stocks, and the bond market, which 
bas of late been steadily tending upward, yielded to 
the pressure brought to bear upon the Atchison securi- 
ties. The last named were by all odds the most promi- 
nent feature of the day, and especially during the fore- 
noon they had a marked effect for evil on the market. 
Grangers were rather sluggish throughout the day. 
St. Paul was pressed for sale to some extent, but 
Louisville and Nashville responded to the changed 
attitude of the foreigners, andalsotothe disappouint- 
ment of the bears over its good showing of earnings. 
Edison Electric opened up to 104, but realizing on the 
advance caused by the new combination sent it back 
again to last night’s prices, and other specialties were 
guiet and without feature during the entire day. The 
general market opened active and higher, but realiza- 
tions in Atchison securities and their material losses 
developed a drooping tendency to the whole list, and 
fractional losses were the rule. Distillers, however, 
after a decline of 1‘, per cent, rallied over three ceuts, 
and lifted the rest of thelist slowly, and when the 
movement in Coalers and Western Union began, 
everything responded with more substantial gains. 
Fluctuations in the general list, however, were insig- 
nificant in almost ail cases, and the final changes, 
while generally advances, were without importance.

NEW YORK, February 5.—The market today has 
almost been a mystery, for with the influences all of 
one kind, and with apparently no support, prices have 
at no time shown more than a temporary demoraliza- 
tion, and this only upon the announcement ofthe ex- 
pected receipts for New Orleans tomorrow. Receipts 
at the ports have been uniformly large, while the in- 
terior receipts can only be called extraordinary and 
overwhelming. 
are staggering,while unfortunately the shipments have 
not been in proportion, and lead to the expectation 
that the movement to the ports must continue heavy, 
while the information as to whatis in the country is 
also disappointing. ‘The uniformity of receipts is 
almostirreconcilable with the information that has 
been steadily furnished from the south, and has shaken 
allconfidence. People here who have their connections 
in the cotton-growing centers simply admit that there 
1s no explanation to be offered, and none but say the 
present developments are absolutely unexpected. We, 
ourselves, are no exception to this rule, and as matters 
now are, can but say we know too little of the whole 
condition of affairs south to venture any further opin- 
ion on the subject. Prices, as we have above stated, 
show remarkable stability today, and it is a wonder 
that the deciine has not been greater considering the 
depressing factors at work. 


Hubbard, Price & Co.’e Circular. 

NEW YORK, February 5.—The movement of cotton 
continues upon a scale so large that the bulls can only 
find consolation in the hope that it is abnormally 
ewelled by the deficit of two weeks previously. Two 
weeks ago today the distant positions in this market 
sold 80 points above the prices at 1 o’clock today. The 
decline has been a sharp one, especialiy when the low 
prices at which the market was previously ruling is 
taken into consideration. Liverpool shows a net de 
cline onthe dayof 2to3-6id. Spot sales are 10,000 
bales. Our own market opened ata decline of from 2 
to 3 points, and some large buying orders were exe- 
cuted soon alter the first call. With this demand sup- 
plied, prices have slowly sagged under the infinence of 
the large receipts reported at the interior, and atl 
o’clock today are about 10 points under last evening’s 
figures. The interior movement promises to be be- 
tween 50,000 and 55,000, against 46,000 last year. Port 
receipts at New Orieans tomorrow will be 14,000 bales, 
so our telegrams advise. The total movement at the 
ports for next week is estimated at from 55,000 to 
60,000 baies. Ia response to cable inquiries we are ad- 
vised that the rumored financial disturbance on the 
Paris bourse has not bad any direct effect upon the 
cotton market, although its influence is to restrict 
legitimate commercial and industrial activity of the 
continent. Bombay receipts for the week this year 
are 40,000, against 59,000 last year. Receipts at that 
port since January Ist are 161,000, against 28,200 last 
year. During the afternoon session the market con- 
tinued —_— closing finally about 3 points above the 
lowest figures touched, and comparatively steady. The 
interior movement promises to be nearly 50,C00 bales, 
which is 3,000 bales larger than last year; while the 
amount of cotton coming in sight is estimated by New 
Orleans authorities as high as 195,000 bales, against 
190,000 last year. It remains to be seen how Liverpool 
will regard this euormous movement tomorrow.

Jo Important Decision of the Railroad 
Commission. 


ABOUT ROADS INTERCHANGING FREIGHT. 


The Waycross Prisonérs Taken Away from 
sSavannah—Griffin and Warm Springs 
the Sole Bidders. 


A very important rule was rendered by the 
railroad commission yesterday, bearing upon 
the interchange of business in Georgia be- 
tween railroads. 

It is a rule, too, that iscalculated to hasten 
freights destined to long transportation, as it 
prings to taw those lines neglecting and de- 
laying freights at connecting points with other 


8. 

The rule is the most important one the com- 
mission has passed for a long time, as it puts a 
penalty on all railroads delaying freights at 
junction points of connecting lines. 

Here are the texts of the new rules thus ap- 
plying: 

1. Railroads shall without delay switch off and 
deliver to any connecting road of the same gauge 
all cars consigned to points on or beyond such 
connecting roads. 

9. They shall, at the terminus of any inter- 
mediate points without obstructions or delay, re- 
ceive from the connecting road of the same gauge, 
when offered, all cars consigned to any point on 
the road to which the same is offered, or any 
connecting road swith = said =road_ to 
which it is destined, and to transport said cars to 
their destination with reasonable diligence. 

3. Norailroad shall discriminate in its rates or 
tariffs of treight in favor of any line or route con- 
nected with it, as against any other line or route, 
nor when a part of its own line is sought to be run 
in connection with any other route, shall guch 
railroad discriminate against such connecting 
line in favor of the balance of its own line, but 
said railroad shall have the same rates for all, and 
shall afford the usual and like customary facilities 
forthe interchange of freight to patrons of each 
and all lines alike. 

These rules will apply in such cases as that 
example case recently held up by the commis- 
sion in which the Georgia Chemical Works, 
of Augusta, was the complainant. 

It seems that the chemical works sent some 
fertilizers by the Georgia railroad and Athens 
to Harmony Grove. In Athens the fertilizers 
were delayed by the Richmond and Danville 
refusing tosend them on to Harmony Grove 
promptly. When questioned about the mat- 
ter the Richmond and Danville replied 
that they had a route to Harmony Grove 
from Augusta to Atlanta, and thence to the 
destination. This would make a much longer 
route, and make the charges unequal between 
the Richmond and Danville and the Georgia 
railroad. 

Captain Harry Jackson appeared for the 
Richmond and Danville and said he had writ- 
ten to correct the wrong, and acknowledged 
that the railroad operating department was in 
error. 

Macon’s New Depot. 

The railroad commission says Macon shall 
have anice, new depot, equal in capacity to 
the oid one, by the 10th of May, and urges 
upon the railroads centering there that they 
must proceed to get it. 

The commission does not declare that the 
depot shall be built anew out and out, but 
gays it must either be a thoroughly new one, 
orelse the old one must be repaired so as to 
be equa! in every respect to the old one which 
was burned several months ago. 

Mr. C. D. N. Burkhalter, representing the 
people of Americus, appeared before the com- 
mission with the application for as good a rate 
on fertilizers from Americus, as from Savan- 
nah to Americus, as from Savannah to Al- 
bany, whicn is $2.75 per ton. 

It was granted.

RUSSIAN =REFUGEES. 


A School in Atlanta to Teack Them the 
English Language. 


BOYS AND GRANDFATHERS SIDE BY SIDE. 


Quite an Interesting Scene in the Hebrew 
Temple on Forsyth Street Tuesday 
and Wednesday Nights. 


Atlanta seems to be an oasis for the perse- 
cuted Russian Jews who are flocking to this 
country in such overwhelming numbers. 

They find friends in Atlanta—friends whose 
latchstrings hang in the breeze on the out- 
side, and whose hearts, hands and pocket- 
books are open with a ready. welcome to 
them. 

The greatest work that is being done for 
these persecuted refugees from over the deep 
blue waters is, beyond all doubt, the school 
that has been organized gmong the Hebrews 
of Atlanta to educate them and make Amer- 
icavs of them in the truest sense of the term. 
This school has been put in operation re- 
cently, and meets every Tuesday and Thurs- 
day night. 

There are more than seventy refugees from 
Russia there, prompt and regular always in 
attendance, and the interest they man- 
ifest in the work for them to do at the 
school is truly remarkable. There are young 
boys fourteen years old; girls just growing 
into young womanhood’s estate; middle-aged 
nen and women, and men whose heads are 
white as snow with trouble and old age. 

It is an impressive scene, and a study of no 
little meaning to observe the classes that go to 
make up the school. On the same bench with 
@ young boy under fifteen years of age, and 
sitting close by his side, can be seen his grand- 
father, equally anxious to learn a ‘‘smatter- 
ing’’ of English before he is called off to join 
the mighty majority assembling beyond the 
river. 

Frequently it happens that the grandson is 
tutor to the grandfather and points out the 
difticulties*of English idioms for which the 
language is noted. 

Very Apt Scholars They Are. 

They are all apt scholars, these Russian 
Jews. 

It is truly_wonderful how ,rapidly some of 
them learn to speak and write Engiish. 

For instance, a few nights ago Mr. J. H. 
Winkler, one of the teachers, found among the 
applicants for admission into this school a 
young woman lately from Kussia. She came 
too late to join any of the classes, s0 Mr. 
Winkler took her in charge to prepare her 
with extra tuition for the advanced classes. 
She didn’t know awordof English, and, of 
course, didn’t have an idea as to how an En- 
glish letter looked on paper. And yet within 
an hourand ahaif she knewthe English al- 
phabet and could read in the second readers 
and write her own name with all ease. 

This is only oue instance out of many of 
this kind. Frequently a refugee appears direct 
from the tortures of kkussian perse- 
cutors and asks for admission into the 
school without knowing anything at all 
about the tongue he must speak 
herein whatever business he undertakes. With 
a very few lessons he can talk soas to be un- 
derstood in English and can write letters in 
English, thoroughly qualitied for day labor, if 
not for professional work, 1n this land of free- 
dom whore he has come for safety. 

In this way it is, indeed, no easy matter to 
calculate the vast amount of work this school 
is doing so beneficently for these people. It is 
heid in the vestry of the Hebrew temple every 
Thursday and Tuesday night on Forsyth 
street. 

It is conducted under the auspices of 
the Atlanta branch of the American 
committee for aineliorating the condition of 
Russian refugees. Mr. Aaron Haas is chair- 
man of the Atlanta branch of this committce 
and is also a nember of the executive commit- 
tee of the national committee, whose head- 
quarters are in New York. 

Mr. J. H. Winkleris very enthusiastic in 
the purpose of the school and is assisted in 
the ——e by Mr. and Mrs. Cohen, Mrs. M. 
Benjamin, Miss Davy Bach and Dr. Reich. 

Methods of Teaching. 


‘*How do you teach those who know abso- 
lutely nothing of English ?’’ Mr. Winkler was 
asked. 

“We talk to them in English and then 
translate itto them in German. Those who 
can’t understand German, we have _ to 
translate our English into tlebrew for them.” 

‘“*What kind of work do these men pursue ?”’ 

‘‘They do all sorts ot work. Some are ped- 
dlers, some shoemaxers, some tailors, journey- 
menandthe like. They become good and 
useful American citizens when we fit them 
with such education as is necessary. None of 
them are lazy, ali are thrifty and willing to 
work. They make good citizens.”

TOBACCO CULTURE GROWS INTERESTING. 


“Scuffleton” Has Some Farmers with Dif- 
ferent Ideas. 


Fort VAutry, Ga., February 5.—({Special.} 
A three-cornered row occurred in ‘“‘Scufile- 
ton,”’ a thickly settied neighborhood of farm- 
ers near here yesterday. Tobacco culture 
seems tohave engaged the minds of these 
farmers and one who intended to vie with his 
neighbors in securing the first tobacco plants 
of the season, bought a few pounds of cheap 
tobacco and bedded it, Commissioner Nesbitt 
having alluded to tobacco beds in hfs speech 
here last Saturday. 

His success in having bedded the first and 
perhaps the only tobacco that will be bedded 
in this section was more than he could stand 
to keep a secret. Going to one of his 
neighbors who would not plant the weed, 
he told him of whata scoop he had made. 
His neighbor remonstrated with him and 
told him he had wasted just that much to- 
bacco and ought to have planted the seed, as 
that was the proper way to secure tobacco 
plants. 

Words ensued, resulting in a fisticuff, during 
which another neighbor walked up and said 
“they were both wrong, that the tobacco 
ought to be bedded in the box so the plants 
would come up with the revenue all paid on 
it, as all boxes bore revenue stamps.”’ 

The rediculousness of this suggestion made 
the two combatants angry and they both 
pitched into the third party and bunged him 
up considerably.
